THE AMNESTY ACT PASSED BY 
THE PRESENT GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
—We publish below the Amnesty 
Bill passed by the present General 
Assembly, as a Christmas offering to 
the hundredsof young men who have 
been banned for the last few years in 
consequence of their connection with 
the secret political organization of 
the State in 1869 and 1570, congratu- 
lating them that they are again 
privileged to eat their Christmas 
dinners beneath their own vines aud 
tig trees: 

AN AcT TO AMEND CHAPTER 15], 
PuBLIC LAWS OF IS72-’75, ENTI- 
TLED “AN ACT FOR AMNESTY AND 
PARDON,” REVISAL, 


CHAPTER 4, SECTION 6. 


Sec. 1. The General Assembly do 
enact, That full and complete amnes- 
ty and pardon is hereby given to any 
und all persons acting under the com- 
mands, decrees and determinations 
of and embraced as members in any 
and all the various organizations, as- 
sociations and societies mentioned 
in section 1, chapter 181, lawsof 1872 
and 1873, Battle’s Revisal, chapter 4, 
section 6, for allecrimes and offences 
against or in violation of the laws of 
North Carolina, except the crime of 


rape; 

Provided, That this act shall not 
be construed to extend toany per- 
son whois now under sentence of 
punishment made in pursuance of 
law by any Court of competent juris- 
ciction ; and, 

Provided jurther, That this act 
shall not be construed to extend to 
auy person nota member of some 
one of the several organizations, as- 
sociations, secielies or assemblies 
specified in sec. | of chap. 1S] of said 
act of IS72-'75. 

Provided, Yhat the amnesty and 
pardon herein granted shall not ex- 
tend to any person included within 
the last proviso of sectie: 4, chapter 
181], laws of 1873-’74, or brought for- 
ward in Battle’s Revisal, chapter 4, 
section 9, relating to embezzlers and 
misappropriators of moneys and 
bonds. 

Sec. 2. That all laws or clauses of 
laws in eonflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force 
from and after its ratification. 

In the General Assembly read 
three times and ratified the Sth day 
of December, 1874.

Charles Dickens thought of a “*Christ- 
mas Tree,’’ is thus told by that versa- 
tile author and in his own peculiar 
and charming style: 

“T have been looking on, this even- 
ing, at a merry company of children 
assembled around that pretty German 
toy, a Christmas tree. The tree was 
planted in the middle of a great round 
table, and towered high above their 
heads. It was brilliantly lighted by 
a multitude of little tapers; and 
everywhere sparkled and glittered 
with bright shdeatn. There were rosy- 
cheeked dolls, hiding behind the 
green leaves ; there were real watches 
(with movable hands, at least, and 
an endless capacity of being wound 
up) dangling from innumerable 
twigs; there were French-polished 
tables, chairs, bedsteads, wardrobes 
and eight day clocks, and various 
other articles of domestic furniture 
(wonderfully made in tin, at Wolver- 
hampton) perched among the boughs, 
as if in preparation for some fairy 
housekeeping; there were jolly, 
broad faced Tittle men, much more 
agreeable in appearance than many 
real men—and no wonder, for their 
heads took off, and showed them to 
be full of sugar-plums; there were

A Dismal Howl. 


The Washington Repudlican, with 
its accustomed disregard of truth and 
its fiendish malevolence when deal- 
ing with Southern affairs, has the 
following comment on the proceed- 
ings of the caucus of Southern Re- 
—— members of the House held 

aturday night : 

“The 900,000 Republican voters 
represented by the caucus are now 
heard, and heard as significant 
power within the party—a power 
which cannot and must not be ig- 
nored. They claim thatthe White 
League organization, embracing a 
great majority of the 8,000,000 of 
Whites in the South,is now preparing 
for a separation of the country as 
they conspired for it in 1860 and ’61. 
They also claim that the 4,000,000 of 
blacks, enfranchised by the North, 
are in danger of being absorbed by 
the superior intellectual strength of 
the capitalists of the South, and that, 
as is always the case, the laboring el- 
ement of the section will soon 
under the control of those capitalists. 
This being done, the white and black 
races will combine to present to the 
North an aggregate strength of 12,- 
000,000 people demanding a separa- 
tion ofthe Government. When we 
remember that the warsecession was 
organized and maintained by 400, 00 
slave-holders, the magnitude of this 
new threatened combination becomes 
apparent. Could we afford to risk 
another war under the circumstan- 
ces? With a great debt, with hard 
times upon us, and with the sad 
memories of the past to discourage 
us, it is certain that we would hesi- 
tate before re-opening the terrible 
wounds of civil strife.”’

A Singular Case, 


A young man in Wheeling, West 
Virginia, was carousing last New 
Year’s Eve with a party of Friends, 
several of whom celebrated the occa- 
sion by a very careless and indis- 
criminate discharge of firearms. He 
was finally put to bed in a state of 
insensibility from intoxication, and 
his companions were at the time in 
such a condition that they did not 
notice he had been weunded. The 
neXt morning an ugly contusion was 
discovered over the left eye, which 
his family and a doctor, whom they 
consulted, agreed in pronouncing 
merely the result of a fall. A more 
experienced surgeon, however, visited 
him, and said that the wound ap- 
veared very much like a bullet hole. 

e passed his probe through the hole 
into the brain. The injured man 
remained in astupor fora short time, 
but soon recovered, and in two weeks 
was able to go about again as usual. 
He said he exp ‘rienced no pain worth 
mentioning, but that his right arm 
felt very numb. He confessed, how- 
ever, that he remembered that one of 
his companions had shot him. A. few 
weeks ago he was at work as usual, 
wen he suddenly fell to the ground 
and was carried home in a delirious 
state, his sane utterances being con- 
stunt references to a terrible pain in 
his head. He lingered five days and 
then died, His brain was removed 
and dissected, and in the cerebrum, 
just Lack of and above the optic nerve, 
a pistol ball was found, considerably 
flattened by its passage through the 
skull and the interior of the head.
